DEATHS. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Stretford  residents  recorded 
by  the  Registrar-General  is  732  (see  Table  on  page  6). 

503  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year,  including  42  deaths  of  non-residents  which  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  their  appropriate  registration  areas  ;  271  Stretford 
residents  died  outside  the  district.  The  net  number  of  deaths 
of  Stretford  residents  (occurring  within  or  outside  the  district) 
was  therefore  732.  Of  this  number,  457  (or  62*3  per  cent, 
of  the  total  deaths)  occurred  after  the  age  of  65  years.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  facilities  for  the  examination  of  Pathological 
and  Bacteriological  specimens  are  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health),  at  Monsall 
Hospital,  Manchester.  This  service  has  proved  invaluable 
and  of  real  practical  assistance  both  to  the  general  prac¬ 
titioners  and  to  Public  Health  administration. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  service  is  adequate  and  highly  eHicicnt  and  is  provided 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Infectious  patients  during  1949  were  removed  in  the  motor 
ambulances  of  the  infectious  disease  hospitals,  but  this  matter 
is  under  review  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  the 
Ambulance  Authority.

Water. 

The  whole  of  the  water  is  obtained  by  constant  supply 
from  the  Manchester  Corporation.  There  are  no  dwelling- 
houses  supplied  by  stand  pipe,  each  of  the  17,383  houses  in 
the  Borough  having  an  individual  supply  of  water  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Sewage  Works,  which  were  opened  in  1885,  now 
comprise  120  acres,  of  which  84  acres  are  under  sewage 
treated  by  broad  irrigation. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Local  Authority  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of 
rivers  and  streams  is  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Catchment  Board, 
shortly  to  be  replaced  by  the  Mersey  Rivers  Board  as  the 
Authority  under  the  Rivers  Board  Act,  1948. 

The  effluent  from  the  Stretford  Sewage  Works  discharges 
into  the  Kickety  Brook  and  eventually  into  the  River  Mersey. 
Examination  of  the  effluent  is  carried  out  systematically  by 
the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Catchment  Board  and  in  every  instance 
during  the  year  the  samples  have  been  reported  upon  as 
satisfactory.

Apart  from  600  houses  in  the  Borough  which  have  out¬ 
lived  their  economic  life,  the  general  standard  of  the  remaining 
houses  in  the  Borough  is  good,  the  prevalent  type  being  a 
three-bedroomed  house. 

There  is,  however,  still  an  acute  shortage  of  houses  and 
very  little  land  available  for  new  houses. 

There  is  still  unfortunate  evidence  that  many  of  the  old 
type  large  family  houses,  which  are  now  unsuitable  for  a 
single  family,  are  let  in  lodgings,  with  amenities  quite 
inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the  sub-tenants  and  out  of  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  rents  paid.  Lack  of  alternative  accommodation 
still  prevents  action  which  would  close  a  number  of  such 
“dwellings”.  Many  of  the  occupants  are  living  under  intoler¬ 
able  conditions  and  are  applicants  for  tenancies  of  Council 
houses.

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
and  the  Lancashire  County  Council  (Rivers  Board  and 
General  Powers)  Act,  1938,  the  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations 
and  the  Condensed  and  Dried  Milk  Regulations  is  carried 
out  by  this  Authority. 

During  the  year  179  samples  were  examined  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  by  the  Salford  City  Analyst, 
who  is  appointed  analyst  for  the  Borough. 

Nine  samples  were  reported  as  not  genuine.  The  irregu¬ 
larities  were  not  of  a  serious  nature  and  were  dealt  with 
informally,  except  in  the  case  of  one  sample  in  which  legal 
proceedings  were  instituted.  At  the  hearing  the  case  was 
dismissed  due  to  the  product  having  passed  through  so  many 
hands  with  a  succession  of  warranties  that  it  was  impossible 
to  decide  who  was  responsible  for  the  offence.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  table  on  page  26  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease.  There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic,  the 
notifications  and  the  mortality  approximating  to  the  average 
for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  clinical  type  of  scarlet  fever  continues  to  be  mild. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria  remained  low,  no  cases  being 
notified  for  the  second  year  in  succession. 

Antitoxin  is  available  to  all  medical  practitioners  at 
Park  Hospital,  Flixton. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

This  is  now  a  function  of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee 
and  is  dealt  with  fully  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Measles. 

There  was  one  death  from  whooping  cough,  and  none 
from  measles. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Eight  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  was  notified  and 
treated  with  completely  satisfactory  results. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  15  confirmed  cases.  In  3  other  cases  diagnosis 
of  poliomyelitis  was  amended  in  hospital,  as  shown  on 
page  31. 

Of  the  15  confirmed  cases,  2  were  of  the  non-paralytic 
type  and  2  were  fatal  after  several  months’  treatment  in 
hospital.  The  remaining  11  patients  had  varying  degrees  of 
paralysis  for  which  they  received  further  orthopaedic  treat¬ 
ment.  A  review  of  their  ultimate  progress  is  being  undertaken.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Staff  and  the  operations  of  the 
Cleansing  Service  for  the  year  1949,  which  are  set  out  in  the 
following  pages. 

This  is  my  first  Annual  Report  to  this  Authority,  as 
I  took  over  the  office  of  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  May, 
1949,  but  I  found  that  some  of  the  handicaps  mentioned  in 
previous  reports  by  my  predecessor  resolved  themselves  during 
the  year.  For  the  first  time  since  1937  the  sanitary  inspectorate 
was  at  full  strength  for  the  complete  twelve  months  and  this 
has  shown  itself  in  the  amount  of  work  undertaken.  The 
unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  fleet  of  cleansing  vehicles  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  has  been  largely  mitigated  by  the 
delivery  of  three  new  vehicles,  and  the  beneficial  effect  of 
these  replacements  will  be  more  marked  as  further  new 
vehicles  are  acquired. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  sudden  collapse 
of  the  market  for  waste  paper  during  the  summer,  when  it 
was  resolved  to  suspend  collections.  The  Salvage  Steward 
Scheme  was  also  terminated  and  the  warm  appreciation  of 
the  Committee  was  conveyed  to  all  the  Stewards  for  their 
invaluable  assistance.  Notwithstanding  the  cessation  of 
collections,  six  months  elapsed  before  the  residual  stock  of 
paper  was  cleared  and  some  at  about  one-half  of  the  previous 
controlled  price. 
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The  effect  on  the  Estimates  is  not,  as  might  be  feared, 
adverse,  for  in  the  Estimates  for  the  year' 1950/51  there  will 
be  a  decreased  requirement  to  the  extent  of  £615.  The 
estimated  drop  in  income  is  £2,600,  but  the  saving  in  expendi¬ 
ture  of  £3,215  (due  to  reduction  of  salvage  work)  leaves  a 
favourable  margin  as  quoted. 

The  adoption  in  principle  by  the  Council  of  a  municipal 
scheme  of  dustbin  renewals  marks  a  step  forward  from  the 
public  health  aspect  and  further  remarks  are  to  be  found  in 
the  text  of  the  report.  Similarly,  the  development  of  the  new 
controlled  tip  at  Poplar  Meadows  should  give  satisfaction  as 
the  scheme  progresses. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  dealing  with  unauthorised 
tipping  on  vacant  plots  of  land,  but  some  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  year.  The  formula  for  minimizing  the 
practice  is  to  obtain  the  erection  by  landowners  of  notice 
boards  which  are  then  kept  posted  with  an  extract  from  the 
Bye-Laws  relating  to  litter  and  stating  the  penalty  upon  con¬ 
viction.  Several  sites  have  been  dealt  with  in  this  manner, 
but  the  problem  of  “blitzed”  sites  covered  with  rubble  has 
had  to  be  left  almost  untouched.  It  has  been  suggested  that 
these  sites  may  be  cleared  as  one  item  in  the  programme 
connected  with  the  Festival  of  Britain  in  1951,  and  if  this 
could  be  arranged  the  result  would  be  a  marked  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
encouragement  afforded  me  in  the  execution  of  my  duties  by 
the  Committee  and  Council  and  to  place  on  record  the 
generous  assistance  accorded  by  my  colleagues  in  this  and 
other  Departments,  without  which  much  that  T  am  privileged 
to  report  could  not  have  been  presented.

sanitary  fittings,  ventilation,  sanitary  accommodation  in 
factories,  layout  and  equipment  in  food-preparing  premises, 
canteens  and  restaurant  kitchens. 

In  accordance  with  a  Resolution  of  the  Council  and  by 
arrangement  with  the  Borough  Engineer,  the  inspection  and 
testing  of  all  new  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  provided  for 
new  property  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff.  State¬ 
ments  certifying  the  drains  to  be  satisfactory  and  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Bye-Laws  are  furnished  to  the  Borough  Engineer 
before  he  issues  Habitation  Certificates.  Consequent  upon 
this  arrangement  270  drainage  tests  by  either  smoke  or  water 
were  applied. 
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The  reconstruction  of  drains  and  sanitary  fittings  of  existing 
property  necessitated  the  application  of  1,71  similar  tests. 

During  the  year  the  department  also  carried  out  works  of 
maintenance  on  “public  sewers”  comprising  the  combined 
drains  serving  59  premises  in  14  blocks  of  property.  The 
expenses  incurred  on  this  work  amounted  to  £144.  4s.  5d. 
and  as  the  costs  in  such  cases  are  recoverable  in  accordance 
with  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  accounts 
were  sent  out  to  the  respective  owners  apportioned  between 
■the  several  properties  deriving  benefit  from  the  “public 
sewer”. 


(3)  RODENT  CONTROL. 


(a)  Surface  Infestations. 


Regular  inspections  and  surveys  were  carried  out  during 
the  period  under  review  by  the  stalf  of  four  operators,  in 
addition  to  the  work  entailed  in  dealing  with  complaints. 
The  methods  used  in  the  elimination  of  rodents  are  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Infestation  Division,  formulated 
after  scientific  research  into  the  rodent  problem  by  workers 
attached  to  the  Division  and  those  previously  employed  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food  prior  to  the  transfer  of  functions. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  particulars  that  much 
of  the  department’s  time  is  taken  up  with  industrial  premises 
where  both  species  of  rat,  the  common  rat  and  the  ship  rat, 
are  encountered.  The  cost  of  this  work  is  recoverable  from 
the  firms  concerned,  but  dwelling-houses  are  treated  free 
of  charge.

The  year’s  work  represents  a  considerable  tightening  of 
control  on  this  problem  for  the  number  of  “major”  infesta¬ 
tions  has  now  been  reduced  to  one,  and  in  this  latter  case 
the  ship  rat  has  been  virtually  eliminated.  Constant  vigilance, 
however,  is  still  needed,  together  with  a  sustained  effort  to 
minimize  the  damage  to  property,  destruction  of  food,  and 
danger  of  infection  occasioned  by  these  pests. 
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(b)  Sewer  Treatments. 

Complementary  to  campaigns  of  rat  destruction  on  the 
surface,  maintenance  treatments  of  the  sewers  have  been 
carried  out  in  March  and  September,  resulting  in  an  estimated 
kill  of  352  rats.  For  purposes  of  comparison  a  table  is  sub¬ 
mitted  below  indicating  the  sewer  treatments  undertaken 
during  the  past  four  years.  The  figures  for  manholes  baited 
and  for  complete  takes  of  poison  bait  show  how  the  area  of 
infestation  has  been  reduced,  notwithstanding  the  natural 
increase  in  the  rodent  population  in  sewers  which  is  known 
to  occur  between  the  treatments.

(4)  HOUSING. 

(a)  Inspections. 

Figures  and  information  relating  to  housing  inspections 
and  subsequent  action  have  again  been  supplied  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  as  required  by  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside 
London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  the  summary  is  included  in 
his  report. 

In  addition  to  the  houses  rendered  fit  for  human  habita¬ 
tion  in  all  respects,  considerable  work  has  also  been  executed 
at  dwelling-houses  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act.  Much  of  this  work  was  done  after  service  of  preliminary 
notices,  but  in  114  cases  the  service  of  formal  notices  was 
considered  necessary  to  secure  the  execution  of  repairs. 
Owners  generally  have  been  willing  to  carry  out  justifiable 
repairs  even  in  the  face  of  increased  costs  and  fixed  rentals. 

The  resumption  of  full  activity  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
relative  to  slum  clearance  or  re-development  was  still  post¬ 
poned  owing  to  the  acute  shortage  of  housing  accommodation. 
In  the  few  areas  scheduled  for  action  in  the  indefinite  future. 
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urgent  repairs  only  have  been  called  for  to  keep  the  property 
weatherproof  and  in  a  reasonably  lit  condition. 

(b)  New  Legislation. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949,  is  an  important  new  statute  which 
is  intended  to  fill  in  gaps  in  local  authorities’  existing  powers 
to  ensure  that  various  housing  needs  may  be  adequately  met. 
As  a  result  of  the  deletion  of  the  reference  to  “working 
classes”  in  many  Sections  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  it  now 
becomes  the  duty  of  a  local  authority  to  consider  the  housing 
conditions  and  needs  of  all  the  inhabitants.  Similarly,  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  repair,  demolition  and  closing 
of  insanitary  houses  now  refer,  for  the  first  time,  to  all  houses. 

From  the  aspect  of  sanitary  administration  the  most  far- 
reaching  changes  are  contained  in  Part  II.  Despite  the  best 
possible  progress  in  the  building  of  new  houses  it  is  felt  that 
the  majority  of  families  must  for  some  considerable  time 
occupy  houses  built  many  years  ago  and  lacking  modern 
amenities  and  conveniences.  Provision  therefore  is  made  for 
Exchequer  contributions  to  local  authorities  or  grants  to 
private  persons  who  incur  expenditure  in  the  improvement 
of  housing  accommodation.  Special  importance  is  attached 
to  the  need  for  dwellings  so  improved  to  be  of  a  good  standard 
and  it  is  laid  down  that  all  proposals  for  improvements  must 
result  in  dwelling-houses  which  will  provide  satisfactory 
accommodation  for  not  less  than  thirty  years,  and  they  must 
comply  with  a  new  standard  of  fitness. 

It  is  important  that  care  should  be  taken  in  dealing  with 
the  individual  proposals,  that  improvements  should  not  be 
embarked  upon  if  they  would  be  inconsistent  with  any  action 
which  may  be  taken  within  the  next  twenty  years  for  com¬ 
prehensive  treatment  and  re-development  of  the  area.  It 
appears  obvious  that  the  new  Act  must  only  be  translated 
into  administrative  effect  gradually  and  in  accordance  with  a 
well-ordered  plan  for  the  improvement  of  existing  houses 
which  is  co-ordinated  with  the  house-building  programme. 

The  information  possessed  by  the  Department  regarding 
present  housing  conditions  in  the  Borough  is  by  no  means 
precise  or  complete  and  the  Overcrowding  Survey  carried  out 
in  1935  is  hopelessly  out  of  date.  Even  when  supplemented 
by  the  records  of  the  Estates  Department  in  relation  to  the 
large  number  of  applicants  for  new  houses  a  satisfactory 
programme  for  improvement  of  existing  houses  could  not  be 
formulated.  There  is,  therefore,  an  urgent  need  for  a  com¬ 
plete  survey  of  housing  conditions,  and  this  matter  demands 
attention  in  the  near  future. 
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(c)  Houses  let  in  Lodgings  and  Overcrowding. 

It  is  known  that  considerable  sub-letting  of  the  larger  type 
houses  has  been  in  progress  during  and  since  the  war  and 
that  amenities  available  are  in  most  cases  inadequate.  Over¬ 
crowding  exists  but  can  only  be  dealt  with  in  peacemeal 
fashion  due  to  the  acute  shortage  of  housing  accommodation. 

Due  to  these  factors  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to 
secure  the  standard  for  separate  amenities  which  was  obtained 
prior  to  the  recent  hostilities,  but  this  is  a  matter  which  will 
receive  increasing  attention,  particularly  when  the  Housing 
Survey  recommended  above  can  be  commenced. 

(d)  Disinfestation. 

The  practice  of  treating  private  dwelling-houses  free  of 
charge  for  the  elimination  of  vermin  has  continued  during 
the  year  and  192  rooms  in  122  houses  have  been  dealt  with 
for  this  purpose.  The  normal  methods  in  use  are  spraying 
with  insecticides  incorporating  D.D.T.  and  pressure  dusting 
of  crevices  and  cracks  whence  insects  emerge.  The  main 
characteristic  of  these  methods  is  their  persistency  and  the 
advantage  of  obviating  disturbance  of  woodwork  and  fittings. 

In  the  case  of  spraying,  a  crystallised  film  of  D.D.T.  is 
built  up  on  surfaces  so  sprayed  which  remains  lethal  for 
several  months.  In  addition,  certain  new  formulations, 
notably  Gammexane,  have  been  used  to  good  effect  as  they 
are  more  specific  against  particular  pests. 

When  major  infestations  of  long  standing  are  discovered, 
the  owners  and  occupiers  are  recommended  to  seek  the 
services  of  specialist  firms  for  fumigation  of  the  premises 
by  HCN. 

The  disinfestation  service  offered  by  the  department  has 
been  extended  to  food  premises  in  order  to  combat  the  danger 
of  contamination  of  food  by  insect  pests.  The  departure  was 
a  natural  consequence  to  the  adoption  of  a  Code  of  Practice 
to  secure  in  food  premises  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  in  the 
preparation,  handling  and  distribution  of  food.  Treatments  are 
carried  out  where  occupiers  have  not  the  time  or  facilities  for 
expeditious  action  and  the  cost  is  re-chargeable.  The  service 
commenced  during  October  when  little  demand  was  to  be 
expected,  but  it  was  necessary  to  treat  two  restaurant  kitchens 
and  two  canteens  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

(5)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

In  the  investigation  and  prevention  of  spread  of  infectious 
diseases  (including  Tuberculosis),  237  visits  were  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Staff. 
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201  rooms  were  sprayed  or  fumigated. 

98  separate  lots  of  bedding  were  rernoved  to  the  Sanitary 
Depot  for  the  purpose  of  steam  disinfection  and,  in  other 
instances,  infected  bedding  was  treated  in  the  room. 

24  lots  of  bedding  were  destroyed  by  agreement  with 
the  owners. 

(6)  FACTORIES. 

(a)  Defects  and  Contraventions. 

The  department  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  relating  to  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  all  factories,  and,  in  addition,  the  requirements 
regarding  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation 
and  drainage  of  floors  “in  any  factory  in  which  mechanical 
power  is  not  used.” 

The  prescribed  particulars  required  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  are  set  out  below  : —

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(b)  Means  of  Escape  in  case  of  Fire. 

Byelaws  are  in  operation  and  administered  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  regarding  the  provision  of  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire  in  factories  in  which  not  more  than 
20  persons  are  employed,  or,  in  particular  cases,  where  not 
more  than  10  persons  are  employed  on  any  floor  above 
ground  level,  provided  always  that  explosives  or  highly 
inflammable  materials  are  not  stored  or  used  in  the  factory. 
Beyond  these  exceptions,  the  matter  is  administered  by  the 
Borough  Engineer. 


(c)  Outworkers’  Premises. 

There  are  five  firms  in  the  Borough  employing  outworkers 
and  the  prescribed  lists  have  been  received  at  six-monthly 
intervals  in  respect  of  these  outworkers  in  accordance  with 
legal  requirements.  Particulars  of  outworkers  residing  or 
carrying  on  their  employment  outside  the  Borough  have  been 
transmitted  to  the  appropriate  local  authorities. 

Five  lists  of  outworkers  resident  in  this  district  but  engaged 
upon  work  by  firms  situate  outside  Stretford  have  been  received 
from  neighbouring  Public  Health  Departments. 

In  all,  125  inspections  of  outworkers  premises  have  been 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Staff.  The  work  consists  of  making 
wearing  apparel,  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory  in  all  cases. 

(d)  Smoke  Observations. 

36  time-recorded  smoke  observations  were  taken  during 
the  year.  The  time  concession  for  the  emission  of  black 
smoke  is  laid  down  in  the  byelaws  at  not  more  than  2  minutes 
in  any  period  of  half  an  hour,  and  this  limit  was  exceeded 
only  on  three  occasions.  There  were,  in  addition,  five  instances 
of  dense  smoke  other  than  black  being  emitted  from  factory 
chimneys. 

These  contraventions  were  dealt  with  informally  by  letter 
and  no  prosecutions  were  taken  in  respect  of  smoke  nuisances. 

(?)  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

(a)  Meat  Inspection. 

The  slaughter  of  food  animals  at  the  Mode  Wheel 
Abattoirs  continued  during  the  period  under  review,  and  all 
animals  slaughtered,  namely  8,413  horses,  2  cows,  2  heifers 
and  142  goats,  have  been  inspected  post-mortem  for  evidence 
of  disease. 
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This  has  involved  the  department  in  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  outside  normal  office  hours  due  to  the  slaughtering 
being  carried  out  at  irregular  times,  including  week-ends. 

The  type  of  animal  brought  for  slaughter  has  generally 
been  good,  and  the  work  is  carried  on  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  by  two  firms,  who  rent  the  Slaughterhouses  from 
Manchester  Corporation. 

As  a  result  of  diseased  and  unwholesome  conditions  found 
upon  examination,  23  horse  carcases,  17  part  carcases  of 
horses,  1  cow  carcase  and  a  considerable  amount  of  offal 
were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  The 
weight  of  condemned  material  was  28  tons  8  cwts.  2  qrs. 
10  lbs.,  and  this  is  distinguished  by  the  application  of  green 
dye  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Livestock 
(Restriction  on  Slaughter)  Order,  1940.  This  shows  it  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  it  is  removed  for  pro¬ 
cessing  for  animal  feeding  or  for  manufacture  into  fertilisers. 

The  conditions  which  necessitated  the  condemnation  of 
the  whole  carcase  in  the  case  of  the  23  horses  are  shown 
below  : —

Localised  melanoma,  lipoma  and  lymphoma  have 
accounted  for  partial  condemnation  on  six  occasions. 


The  most  frequent  cause  of  condemnation  of  offals  in 
horses  is  the  parasitic  infection  with  strongyles  in  the  liver 
and  lungs,  and  special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  fre¬ 
quency  with  which  this  parasite  invades  the  peritoneal  tissues 
of  the  carcase  necessitating  condemnation  or  stripping  of 
the  flanks. 

(b)  Other  Foods. 

The  routine  examination  of  food  in  food  shops,  ware¬ 
houses  and  food-preparing  premises  again  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  department  in  addition  to  judgment  of 
articles  of  food  upon  request.  During  the  year  a  total  weight 
of  5  tons  7  cwts.  10  lbs.  was  surrendered  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  list  : —

(c)  Food  Premises. 

(1)  General. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  conditions  under 
which  food  is  prepared,  sold,  stored  and  distributed,  and 
583  visits  were  made  to  premises  with  a  view  to  securing 
hygienic  conditions  at  these  premises. 

A  notable  feature  of  the  year’s  work  was  the  production 
and  adoption  by  the  Council  of  a  Standard  Code  of  Practice 
for  Food  Premises  which  lays  down  detailed  hygienic  and 
structural  standards  in  order  to  give  guidance  to  food  traders 
on  the  basis  of  a  full  and  well-defined  interpretation  of 
existing  legislation.  To  some  extent  the  Code  of  Practice 
exceeds  the  letter  of  the  law  as,  for  instance,  by  the  prohibition 
of  smoking  and  insistence  on  white  overalls  where  food  is 
prepared  or  sold. 

The  actual  Standard  Code  is  reproduced  in  Appendix  A 
of  this  Report  and  can  be  supplied  to  food  traders  in  a 
protective  covering  of  perspex  to  ensure  long  life  in  food 
rooms  and  shops. 

Considerable  interest  has  been  aroused  amongst  pro¬ 
gressive  food  traders  and,  in  many  instances,  works  of 
improvement  have  been  put  in  hand.  Wherever  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  Standard  are  attained,  it  is  proposed  to  award 
a  Food  Hygiene  Certificate  to  the  trader  concerned.  These 
functions  have  not  been  entrusted  to  a  Clean  Food  Guild 
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but  are  administered  within  the  Department,  as  it  is  felt  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  public  and  trade  alike  will  be  served 
by  the  statutory  officers  retaining  full  control  and  super¬ 
vision.  Due  to  the  Standard  having  been  introduced  late  in 
the  year,  it  is  not  possible  to  include  any  observations  on  the 
working  of  the  scheme  in  this  Report. 


(2)  Dairy  Premises. 

126  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  registered  for  the 
sale  of  milk  and,  in  view  of  the  introduction  of  new  Regula¬ 
tions,  inspections  of  dairies  and  milk  shops  have  been  under¬ 
taken  for  registration  of  premises  and  distributors  of  milk 
and  for  the  purpose  of  recommending  the  granting  of  dealers’ 
licences  to  use  special  designations. 

No  pasteurisers’  licences  have  been  issued  during  the  year, 
but,  at  one  dairy,  milk  is  being  heat-treated  satisfactorily. 
The  plant  is  efficient  and  well  supervised  but,  due  to  the  lack 
of  a  flow  diversion  apparatus  to  ensure  that  all  the  milk  is 
subjected  to  a  minimum  temperature  of  161°F.,  the  Council 
is  precluded  from  issuing  a  pasteuriser’s  licence.  The  necessary 
equipment  has  been  on  order  for  some  time  and  it  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  this  will  be  installed  in  the  near  future  when  an 
appropriate  recommendation  will  be  made  to  the  Health 
Committee. 

There  is  only  one  farm  within  the  Borough  producing 
milk  and,  as  from  the  1st  October,  1949,  supervision  of  these 
premises  has  been  transferred  to  the  National  Agricultural 
Advisory  Service,  a  branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries. 


(3)  Ice  Cream  Premises. 

There  are  within  the  Borough  16  manufacturers  of  ice 
cream  whose  premises  are  regularly  inspected  and  from  which 
samples  are  taken  both  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
chemical  analysis.  In  addition,  inspections  of  retailers’ 
premises  are  carried  out  and  since  the  supplies  normally  come 
from  outside  the  district,  samples  are  also  obtained  from 
these  premises. 

The  results  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  are  shown 
in  the  table  below.  Applications  for  registration  of  premises 
for  the  manufacture,  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream  were 
received  and  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  following 
table  : —

In  addition  to  improvements  recorded  in  ice  cream 
premises,  it  was  found  possible  to  achieve  by  informal  action 
a  marked  improvement  in  the  type  of  vehicle  employed  for 
retailing  ice  cream  in  the  streets.  The  vehicles  referred  to 
are  provided  with  an  overall  roof  cover  and  enclosed  sides 
fitted  with  sliding  windows  for  serving.  Provision  is  made 
for  sanitising  the  scoops  and  servers,  and  soap  and  clean 
towels  are  carried  for  hand  washing.

(4)  Bakehouses. 

42  inspections  of  bakehouses  were  made  during  the  year 
and  the  premises  were  found  to  be  clean  and  conditions 
satisfactory.

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(5)  Canteens  and  Restaurants. 

Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  premises  of  this 
nature  where  large  numbers  of  the  public  gather  for  communal 
feeding.  In  the  case  of  newly-established  businesses  the 
observations  and  recommendations  of  this  department  are 
sought  by  the  Food  Executive  Officer  prior  to  a  catering 
licence  being  granted.  In  existing  establishments  many 
improvements  were  in  progress  or  under  consideration  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  These  included  improved  sanitary 
accommodation,  washing  facilities,  constant  hot  water, 
improved  dish-washing  facilities  and  methods,  and  re¬ 
decoration. 

(6)  Food  Shops. 

The  clean  food  campaign  has  also  involved  the  inspection 
of  food  shops  of  all  descriptions,  and  many  of  the  more 
progressive  traders,  grocers,  butchers,  fish  friers,  confectioners 
and  snack  bars  have  displayed  a  willingness  to  co-operate  in 
attaining  a  higher  standard  of  hygienic  food  handling.  It 
is  anticipated  that  considerable  progress  in  this  direction  will 
be  recorded  in  my  next  Report. 


(8)  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  SAMPLING. 

Samples  of  various  foods  and  drugs  have  been  taken 
during  the  year  by  the  Sampling  Officer  and  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  to  determine  compositional 
quality.  Particulars  are  included  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 


(9)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

245  visits  to  shops  (other  than  food  shops)  were  made 
by  the  inspectorate  to  secure  compliance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Shops  Acts  in  relation  to  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion,  lighting,  ventilation,  cleanliness  and  other  factors 
affecting  the  health  and  comfort  of  shop  workers,  closing 
hours,  half-holidays,  and  conditions  of  employment  of  young 
persons.  Due  to  the  shortage  of  commodities  for  sale  and 
other  influences,  the  late  opening  of  shops  beyond  the 
permitted  hours  is  almost  unknown. 

Inspection  of  office  accommodation  in  respect  of  over¬ 
crowding  and  health  and  comfort  of  clerical  workers  also 
occupied  the  attention  of  the  staff.  A  presumptive  standard 
of  40  sq.  ft.  of  floor  area  per  worker  has  been  adopted,  and 
this  appears  to  be  reasonable  in  the  light  of  conditions 
encountered. 
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(10)  MISCELLANEOUS  DUTIES. 

(a)  Cinemas. 

The  cinemas  in  the  Borough  are  periodically  visited  and 
inspected  with  regard  to  sanitary^^ommodation.  Defects  of 
a  minor  character  are  sometimes  found,  often  due  to  misuse 
by  the  public,  but  these  are  quickly  rectified. 

In  one  case  extensive  renovations  and  improvements  were 
found  to  be  necessary,  including  the  provision  of  extra 
sanitary  accommodation.  Informal  action  resulted  in  a 
scheme  being  put  forward  for  early  execution  after  the  close 
of  the  period  under  review. 

(b)  Explosives. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Explosives  Act,  1875, 
39  persons  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  fireworks  upon 
payment  of  the  prescribed  fee  of  Is.  Od. 

(c)  Game  Licences. 

Two  licences  to  deal  in  game  were  issued  during  the  year. 

(d)  Marine  Store  Dealers. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  six  Marine  Store  Dealers 
appear  in  the  register  kept  by  the  Department  in  pursuance 
of  Section  86  of  the  Public  Health  Act  (Amendment)  Act, 
1907. 

(e)  Rag  Flock. 

No  samples  of  Rag  Flock  were  taken  during  the  year. 
Visits  have  been  made  to  furniture  and  bedding  manu¬ 
facturers  where  other  filling  materials  are  utilised,  but  no 
action  was  found  to  be  necessary. 

(11)  HACKNEY  CARRIAGES. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  under  review  there 
were  13  licensed  hackney  carriages  operating  in  the  Borough 
and  a  waiting  list  of  persons  in  addition,  who  had  applied 
for  licences  but  who  had  been  refused,  because  the  necessary 
petrol  allocation  would  not  be  granted  by  the  Minister  of 
Fuel  and  Power  beyond  the  recognised  number  mentioned 
above. 

In  view  of  this,  representations  were  made  to  the  Ministry 
with  the  object  of  obtaining  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
petrol  allocations  in  order  to  permit  additional  Hackney 
Carriage  Licences  to  be  granted.  The  Ministry  of  Fuel  and 
Power  agreed  to  the  proposed  increase,  provided  that  a 
corresponding  reduction  in  the  number  of  Private  Hire  Cars 
could  be  effected.

It  was  found  that  nine  Private  Hire  Operators  were  agree¬ 
able  to  transfer  to  Public  Hire  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
seven  of  these  transfers  had  been  arranged.  At  that  time 
the  remaining  two  applicants  had  not  provided  vehicles  which 
would  comply  with  the  Council’s  requirements. 

The  granting  of  Special  Hackney  Carriage  Licences  was 
resumed  during  the  summer  for  the  first  time  since  1939. 
The  Licences  permit  a  Hackney  Carriage,  licensed  by  some 
other  local  authority,  to  ply  for  hire  on  the  stands  provided 
at  the  Lancashire  County  Cricket  Ground,  the  White  City 
Stadium,  and  the  Manchester  United  Football  Ground  only. 

A  tabulated  statement  is  appended  (in  Appendix  B) 
showing  the  total  number  of  licences  granted  during  the 
year  and  the  income  received  therefrom. 

(12)  MORTUARY. 

The  mortuary  situate  at  City  Road  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Corporation,  but  its  use  is  mainly  determined  by  the 
County  Police. 

During  the  year  it  was  used  on  49  occasions  for  the 
reception  of  bodies,  deaths  having  resulted  from  the  following 
causes  : — 

39  deaths  from  natural  causes 

3  road  accidents 

1  case  of  drowning 

4  suicide  cases 

1  death  from  coal  gas  poisoning 

1  death  from  suffocation. 

Agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  for  the  erection  of  a  joint  Ambulance  Station  and 
Mortuary  on  a  plot  of  land  already  owned  by  the  Corporation 
adjoining  the  Trafford  Public  Hall.  Provision  is  to  be  made 
for  five  refrigerated  cells  each  accommodating  three  bodies, 
a  post-mortem  room,  doctor’s  office,  chapel  and  viewing 
room,  waiting  room  for  the  public,  and  all  usual  amenities. 
The  cost  of  the  Mortuary  will  be  borne  by  the  Corporation 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  construction  of  the  building  will  be 
well  advanced  during  1950. 

Burial  or  Cremation  of  the  Dead. 

Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  imposes 
the  duty  on  this  Council  of  causing  to  be  buried  or  cremated 
the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  or  been  found  dead 
within  the  Borough  in  any  case  where  it  appears  that  no 
suitable  arrangements  have  been  made  or  are  being  made  to 
dispose  of  the  body.

Bodies  of  destitute  persons  are  normally  cremated  at 
an  average  cost  of  £18.  9s.  Od.  During  the  year  two  such 
cremations  were  carried  out  and  two  burials  at  a  nett  cost 
of  £59.  10s.  2d.  to  the  Corporation.  Payments  due  from  the 
National  Insurance  Fund  are  recoverable  by  this  Council. 

Where  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  cremation  would 
be  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  deceased,  provision  is  made 
for  earth  burial.  One  such  case  occurred  during  the  year 
under  review. 

(13)  PETROLEUM  AND  CARBIDE. 

Seven  new  applications  for  storage  licences  were  sub¬ 
mitted  during  the  year  and  were  granted.  In  all,  158  licences 
to  store  petroleum  spirit  and  petroleum  mixtures  and  12  to 
store  carbide  of  calcium  were  granted.  Licence  fees  amounting 
to  £112  were  received.  All  new  stores  are  constructed  in 
accordance  with  Regulations  adopted  by  the  Corporation  and 
all  are  inspected  for  approval  prior  to  the  issue  of  a  licence. 
Visits  are  made  from  time  to  time  to  ascertain  whether  the 
premises  or  stores  are  up  to  the  same  standard  as  when 
originally  licensed,  and  to  note  if  the  conditions  of  the  licences 
are  being  observed.  Cases  of  difficulty,  or  where  there  is  a 
serious  fire  hazard,  are  referred  to  the  Fire  Prevention  Officers 
for  their  observations  and  advice. 

(14)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  house  refuse  was  being  collected 
from  17,440  premises,  and  trade  refuse  was  being  removed 
from  96  shops,  warehouses,  offices,  etc.  The  receptacles 
consisted  of  18,245  dustbins  and  four  dry  ashpits.  In 
addition,  pail  contents  are  collected  twice  weekly  from 
premises  on  the  docks  and  wharves  of  the  Ship  Canal  where 
there  is  no  sewer  available. 

A  marked  improvement  in  the  frequency  of  collection 
was  achieved  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  the  “open” 
districts  a  collection  every  seven  or  eight  days  was  usual. 
The  incidence  of  sickness  and  absenteeism  towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  the  effects  of  the  Christmas  holiday  in  time 
lost  and  extra  refuse  produced,  caused  some  deterioration 
of  the  position. 

During  the  year  tentative  proposals  were  submitted  for  a 
Municipal  Dustbin  Provision  Scheme  whereby  dustbins 
renewals  would  be  undertaken  by  the  Department  and  the 
new  dustbins  would  remain  the  property  of  the  Corporation. 
It  is  anticipated  that  such  a  scheme,  in  addition  to  conferring 
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many  administrative  advantages,  will  eventually  facilitate 
collection  by  the  reason  of  the  prompt  substitution  of  sound 
bins  of  uniform  pattern  for  any  which  become  unserviceable. 
The  danger  of  injury  to  the  loaders  from  corroded  bins  with 
sharp  jagged  edges  will  also  be  obviated,  and  much  spillage 
in  yards  and  passages  will  be  avoided. 


(b)  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  method  of  refuse  disposal  operated  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  is  “controlled  tipping”  which  is  a  cheap  and  effective 
means  of  dealing  with  the  large  quantity  of  heterogenous 
material  which  is  discarded  from  the  homes,  schools,  work¬ 
places  and  places  of  recreation  and  social  activity  of  the 
residents  of  the  Borough.  The  total  weight  of  the  refuse 
collected  and  deposited  at  the  Stretford  Ees  and  Poplar 
Meadows  Tips  during  the  course  of  the  year  was  14,895 
tons  and  6  cwts. 

Tipping  on  the  Stretford  Ees  was  completed  in  July,  1949, 
and  subsequently  18  in.  of  top  soil  was  spread  over  the  last 
section,  after  which  it  was  let  to  a  farmer.  Approximately 
35  4^  acres  of  tipped  land  (previously  subject  to  flooding  from 
the  River  Mersey)  are  now  under  cultivation. 

The  Poplar  Meadows  Tip  was  started  in  June,  1949,  after 
completion  of  the  access  road,  and  to  enable  the  early  stages 
to  be  dealt  with  effectively  only  one-half  of  the  vehicles 
were  directed  to  the  new  tip  from  the  nearest  districts.  Tipping 
thus  took  place  simultaneously  at  Stretford  Ees  and  Poplar 
Meadows  for  a  few  weeks.  By  the  end  of  the  year  operations 
were  being  carried  out  at  a  distance  of  400  yards  from 
Urmston  Lane. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  being  made  for  the 
erection  of  a  Canteen  and  Weighbridge  Office  on  the  new 
site,  and  the  necessary  culverting  of  brooks  and  ditches,  prior 
to  tipping,  was  put  in  hand. 


(c)  Comparative  Costs  of  Collection  and  Refuse.

(d)  Transport. 

During  the  year  three  new  vehicles  were  delivered  and  five 
others  were  on  order  for  delivery  during  the  financial  year 
1949/50.  The  programme  of  replacement  was  necessitated  due 
to  the  impossibility  of  securing  new  vehicles  during  the  war, 
with  the  result  that  the  old  vehicles  became  uneconomic  and 
constantly  hampered  the  collection  service. 

The  replacements  have  made  possible  the  provision  of  a 
spare  vehicle,  which  is  a  new  feature  in  this  Department  and 
facilitates  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  whole  fleet  at 
intervals  of  four  weeks  for  each  vehicle.  More  comprehensive 
servicing  tasks  are  also  carried  out  at  12,  24  and  72  weeks, 
in  accordance  with  a  pre-arranged  schedule. 

The  vehicles  employed  in  the  cleansing  department  at  the 
close  of  the  year  comprised  : — 

Three  S.  &  D.  Rear  Loaders,  two  of  10  cub.  yds.  capacity 
and  one  of  18  cub.  yds.  capacity. 

(Registered  1936,  1939,  1949). 

Four  S.  &  D.  Side  Loaders,  one  of  10  cub.  yds.  capacity 
and  three  of  7  cub.  yds.  capacity. 

(Registered  1946,  1933,  1933,  1934). 

Two  Dennis  Side  Loaders  of  10  cub.  yds  capacity. 
(Registered  1944,  1949). 
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One  Bedford  Side  Loader  of  5  cub.  yds.  capacity. 

(Registered  1939). 

One  Austin  5-ton  S.W.B.  Tipper. 

(Registered  1949). 

The  Austin  Tipper  is  employed  in  carting  ashes  for  tip 
covering  and  consolidation  of  newly-covered  runs  to  the 
tip  face. 

One  S.  &  D.  Side  Loader  (7  cub.  yds.  capacity)  is  used 
for  the  collection  of  kitchen  waste. 

(e)  Salvage. 

Collection  of  salvage  continued  normally  during  the  year 
until  June,  when  the  Department  was  faced  with  a  sudden 
drop  in  the  demand  for  baled  waste  paper.  The  merchant 
who  for  many  years  had  taken  the  entire  output  of  paper 
was  willing  only  to  take  small  quantities,  and  that  eventually 
only  at  a  reduced  price.  Stocks  of  baled  paper  mounted  at 
the  Empress  Street  Depot  until  it  was  decided  by  the  Council 
that  collections  of  waste  paper  must  cease  and  the  salvage 
steward  scheme  should  be  wound  up  as  from  July  31st.  The 
accumulated  stock  of  paper  was  gradually  disposed  of  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Kitchen  waste  collection  showed  a  small  increase  of  6-95 
per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  communal 
bins  in  the  streets  account  for  only  one-third  of  this  amount, 
and  the  quality  of  the  contents  is  usually  poor.  The  use  of 
communal  bins  has  certain  disadvantages  which  give  rise  to 
complaints  in  warm  weather.  Periodical  steam  sterilisation 
of  the  bins  has  effected  some  improvement.  The  remaining 
two-thirds  of  the  annual  yield  is  obtained  from  restaurants, 
canteens,  schools,  etc.  ;  it  is  of  better  quality  and  collection 
costs  are  much  less.

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APPENDIX  A. 


FOOD  PREMISES. 

Standard  Code  of  Practice. 

Repairs,  Decoration  and  Cleansing. — The  walls,  ceilings, 
floors,  windows  and  doors  of  every  room  where  food  is  stored, 
prepared  or  distributed,  together  with  all  passages,  staircases 
and  toilet  compartments,  shall  be  : — 

{a)  Constructed  of  suitable  materials  and  kept  in  a 
proper  state  of  repair. 

{b)  Painted  and  decorated  where  applicable  as  often 
as  may  be  necessary. 

(c)  Washed  or  cleansed  at  regular  intervals. 

{d)  Floor  coverings  maintained  in  good  condition  ; 
worn  floor  coverings  (linoleum)  are  insanitary. 

(e)  Wall  fixtures,  such  as  gas  and  electric  meters, 
encased  so  as  not  to  afford  lodgment  for  dust. 

Lighting. — There  shall  be  adequate  natural  and  artificial 
light  to  enable  the  various  processes  to  be  carried  out  in  a 
hygienic  manner. 

Ventilation. — There  shall  be  provided  adequate  means  of 
ventilation  from  the  open  air,  and  sufficient  ventilation  shall 
be  maintained. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. — Adequate  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  both  sexes  shall  be  provided  in  suitable  positions, 
and  such  conveniences  shall  not  be  placed  within  or  com¬ 
municate  directly  with  the  room. 

Washing  Facilities. — There  shall  be  provided  in  a  readily 
accessible  position  and,  if  possible  adjacent  to  the  sanitary 
accommodation,  a  sufficient  number  of  fitted  wash  basins  and 
sinks,  provided  with  a  constant  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water. 

There  shall  also  be  provided  adequate  supplies  of  clean 
towels,  soap  and  nail  brushes  for  the  use  of  persons  employed. 

Refuse. — No  refuse  or  filth,  whether  liquid  or  solid,  nor 
redundant  machinery  or  utensils,  shall  be  deposited  or  allowed 
to  accumulate  on  or  about  the  premises. 

A  sufficient  number  of  properly  covered  dustbins  shall  be 
provided  and  maintained  for  trade  and  other  refuse,  and  so 
placed  that  offensive  odours  therefrom  cannot  penetrate  into 
the  rooms. 
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Equipment. — All  apparatus,  equipment,  utensils,  recep¬ 
tacles,  shop  fittings,  and  other  appliances  used  in  the  storage, 
preparation,  handling  and  distribution  of  food,  including 
delivery  baskets  and  vehicles,  shall  be  maintained  at  all  times 
in  a  clean  condition. 

Cutlery,  bacon  slicers,  etc.,  shall  be  thoroughly  cleansed 
at  least  daily. 


Rodents  and  Vermin. — The  premises  shall  be  kept  at  all 
times  free  from  infestation  by  rats,  mice,  beetles,  flies  and 
any  other  vermin  and/or  insects,  and,  in  the  event  of  any 
such  infestation  arising,  immediate  notice  shall  be  given  to 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Protection  of  Food  from  Contamination. — All  foodstuffs 
shall  be  protected  from  contamination  by  dust,  dirt,  flies,  etc. 
and  open  displays  of  food  liable  to  contamination  must  be 
protected  by  suitable  coverings  and/or  closed  windows. 

Foodstuffs  shall  not  be  so  placed  as  to  be  open  to  con¬ 
tamination  from  the  breath,  clothing  or  shopping  baskets  of 
customers,  nor  shall  the  breath  be  applied  to  any  fruit,  food 
or  food  wrappers  for  any  purpose  whatever. 

Dogs,  cats  and  other  animals  should  be  excluded  from 
all  food  premises. 

When  sweets  or  other  similar  articles  are  sold  loose  from 
bottles  or  containers,  suitable  clean  scoops  shall  be  used 
and  unecessary  handling  avoided. 


Wrapping  of  Food. — During  sale  and  delivery,  suitable 
clean  hygienic  wrappers  shall  be  used,  and,  in  cases  where 
newspapers  may  be  used,  the  food  shall  also  be  placed  in  a 
new,  clean,  inner  wrapping. 


Storage  of  Employees’  Clothing. — Personal  clothing  of 
employees  not  worn  whilst  working  must  not  be  kept  in  a 
room  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  or  sold,  except  in  a 
cupboard  provided  for  the  purpose. 


Provision  of  Washable  Clothing. — All  persons  engaged  in 
the  handling  of  foodstuffs  shall  wear  clean  washable  overalls. 
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Personal  Cleanliness, — EMPLOYEES  must  see  that  a  high 
standard  of  personal  cleanliness  is  maintained,  e.g: — 

(a)  Hands  and  finger  nails  should  be  scrubbed  clean 
before  commencing  work,  after  every  visit  to  a 
sanitary  convenience,  and  as  often  aS  necessary. 

(h)  Persons  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  foodstuffs 
must  wear  suitable  head  covering. 

(c)  No  person  shall  apply  fingers  to  the  mouth,  eye 
ear  or  nose  whilst  engaged  in  the  handling  of 
foodstuffs. 

(d)  Overalls  must  be  changed  as  frequently  as  necessary 
to  maintain  a  clean  appearance. 

(e)  Smoking  during  the  preparation,  handling  and 
distribution  of  food  stuffs  is  prohibited. 


EMPLOYERS  shall,  having  provided  all  reasonable 
facilities  for  the  personal  cleanliness  of  employees,  encourage 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  ensure  that  all  persons  employed  in 
the  preparation,  distribution  and  handling  of  foodstuffs  on 
their  premises  comply  with  the  rules  relating  to  employees. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Illness. — EMPLOYEES  suffering 
from  any  illness,  such  as  infectious  diseases,  skin  disease,  or 
diarrhoea  and  vomiting,  shall  immediately  inform  their 
employer  and,  when  consulting  their  own  doctor,  shall  tell 
him  the  nature  of  their  occupation. 

EMPLOYERS  shall  take  reasonable  precautions  to 
ascertain  if  any  of  their  staff  are  suffering  from  or  have 
been  in  contact  with  such  diseases  and,  should  such  a  case 
occur,  the  employer  shall  immediately  notify  the  Health 
Department. 


Legal  Requirements. — The  conditions  contained  in  this 
Code  are  without  prejudice  to  any  statutory  requirements 
that  may  from  time  to  time  be  in  force.
